2. All records generated by the HSCA alluring .ats 
investigation are Congressional property, and, as such, are 
subject to House Rule 36, which provides for ultimate 
storage in the National Archives. This includes classified 
transcripts of executive session hearings eS 
Classified depositions involving cuFrent/ former employees, 
and all classified reports, The Archives will store this 
material in a secure facility and will look to the Agency 
for primary releasing authority when the report or document 
contains material derived from Agency-classified information. 
The HSCA and Archivist will develop a formal Statement cf 
Access Procedures governing the material. I will meet 
With the Office of the Archivist and the Committee in early 
January to represent our interests in that statement.
